PEACEKEEPING COMITE WORKING GROUP-- 

WG MEMBERS JUNE 18 GROPED FOR MOST EFFECTIVE WASYS OF 
STRUCTURING WORK BEFORE GA. MAIN ALTERNATIVES WERE: TRY 
TO WORK OUT GENERAL GUIDELINES, OR PRINCIPLES, TAKING AS 
STARTING POINT 12 DRAFT ARTICLES SUBMITTED BY CHAIRMAN 
(MOST MEMBERS APPEARED AGREEABLE TO THIS); RETURN TO EXERCISE 
OF ELABORATING RESPONSIBILITIES OF SC, SYG AND ART. 29 COMITE 
(SOVIETS STRONGLY ARGUED FOR THIS); AND CONSIDER SETTING UP 
PEACEKEEPING TRAINING ARRANGEMENTS. OVINNIKOV (USSR) GAVE 
LONG STATEMENT ON LESSIONS OF UNEF AS SEEN THROUGH SOVIET 
EYES, WHICH PREDICTABLY WERE MAINLY THAT ART. 29 COMITE NEEDED 
AND PRINCIPLE OF EQUITABLE GEOGRAPHIC REPRESENTATION (INCLUDING

COMITE OF 36 ON SPECIAL MEASURES- 
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SYG'S SPECIAL REP PREBISCH REPORTED TO COMITE JUNE 19, 

AND AMB FERGUSON STATED USG DOES NOT NOW PLAN TO MAKE 
COMMITMENT TO SPECIAL FUND. COMITE CONCLUDED DISCUSSION ON SCOPE, 
MACHINERY AND METHODS OF OPERATION OF FUND.TREND IN DEBATE 
MERELY INDICATED: SPEED AND EFFICIENCY SHOULD BE MAIN CRITERIA 
FOR FUND; NEW EXECUTIVE BOARD SHOULD BE ESTABLISHED; 

OPERATIONAL ASPECTS OF FUND COULD BE CONTRACTED TO IMF, 

IBRD, UNDP AND/OR CDF. 

WHILE CITING CERTAIN RESISTANCE TO MENTIONING FIGURES, PREBISCH 
CLAIMED EEC INFORMED HIM OF $500 MILLION POSSIBLE CONTRIBUTION. 

HE SAID NO UN APPOINTMENT CONTEMPLATED BEYOND HIS OWN, 

TECHNICAL STAFF WORK WOULD BE PERFORMED BY IMF AND IBRD, HIS 
OPERATION COMPLEMENTARY TO OTHERS AND DOES NOT CONFLICT WITH 
PROPOSED ICD OF C-20. HE ASKED COMITE TO FORMULATE PRINCIPLES

FRG REP, SPEAKING FOR EEC, EXPLAINED NO FINAL DECISIONS MADE 
AND QUESTION OF EEC EMERGENCY ASSISTANCE IS PENDING JUNE 25 
DISCUSSIONS. KUWAIT REP ANNOUNCED GOK INTENTION PROCEED THROUGH 
OWN BILATERAL AND MULTILATERAL CHANNELS, AND STATED IT WAS 
NECESSARY TO KNOW POSITION OF INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES ON SPECIAL

AMB FERGUSON TOLD COMITE USG NOT AT THIS TIME IN POSITION TO

TO MAKE COMMITMENT TO SPECIAL FUND, AND ITS CONTRIBUTION TO 
PROCESS OF ESTABLISHING SPECIAL FUND SHOULD NOT BE CONSTRUED AS 
COMMITMENT TO CONTRIBUTE. USG FIRMLY CONVINCED OIL-EXPORTING 
COUNTRIES WELL AS TRADITIONAL DONORS MUST TAKE MEASURES TO 
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PROVIDE RELIEF IN SHORT-TERM EMERGENCY PERIOD, AND USG WILL 
SEEK TO GET BETTER APPRECIATION OF DEGREE OF PARTICIPATION OF 
OTHERS, NOTABLY OPEC MEMBERS, AND CHANNELS THROUGH WHICH SUCH 
EMERGENCY ASSISTANCE RENDERED. FERGUSON ASSOCIATED USDEL WITH 
VIEWS OF SUDAN, BRAZIL AND JAPAN THAT CAPITAL DEVELOPMENT 
FUND NOT VIABLE CHANNEL. REFERRING TO IRANIAN AMB AMOUZEGER'S 
STATEMENT COMITE OF 20 ADOPTED, AT US INITIATIVE, DECISION DEALING 
WITH FINANCIAL NEEDS OF DEVELOPING WORLD, HE SAID IT OVERSTATED 
CASE AND HE GAVE BACKGROUND INFO. HE INDICATED USG 
ENVISAGED MINISTERIAL COMITE ON TRANSFER OF REAL RESOURCES 
AS COMPLEMENTING WORK OF COMITE OF 36 AND OTHERS. 

REACTING TO US STATEMENT, IRANIAN REP EXPRESSED 

DISAPPOINTMENT WITH USG POSITION ON SPECIAL FUND, AGREED WITH 

VIEW ON CDF AND NEW INSTITUTIONS, STATED IRAN OPPOSED TWO STANDARDS 
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-ONE FOR OLD RICH AND ANOTHER FOR NEW RICH; SAID IRAN WIT I .TNG TO 
DO ITS SHARE BUT NOT SUBSTANTIALLY MORE; AND STRESSED ACTION 
REQUIRED NOT ONLY FOR EMERGENCY NEEDS BUT ALSO FOR ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT. SUDANESE REP COMPLAINED EEC AND USG THINKING ONLY 
OF EMERGENCY SITUATION, AS OPPOSED TO REAL DEVELOPMENT 
NEEDS, AND HE CITED FAILURE OF DEVELOPED COUNTRIES TO ACHIEVE

COMITE AUTHORIZED CHAIRMAN ALGARD (NORWAY) TO CONTINUE TO

TO BEGIN CONSIDERATION OF OTHER ASPECTS OF ITS WORK, RELATING

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MULTINATIONAL CORPORATIONS- 

IN REPORT ON MULTINATIONAL CORPORATIONS RELEASED JUNE 19, 

SYG RECOMMENDED "IMMEDIATE ESTABLISHMENT" OF COMMISSION ON 
MULTINATIONAL CORPORATIONS, CONSISTING OF 25 MEMBERS SERVING IN 
THEIR INDIVIDUAL CAPACITIES, ASSISTED BY CENTER FOR INFORMATION 
AND RESEARCH, WHEN ECOSOC MEETS FOR 57TH SESSION. 

COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA- 

COUNCIL DECIDED JUNE 18 TO SEND TO LOS CONFERENCE DEL 
CONSISTING OF FARGHAL (EGHPT), MAHMOOD (PAKISTAN), AND GURIRAB 
(SWAPO). DEL WILL REMAIN IN CARACAS FOR WEEK OR 10 DAYS, THEN 
OTHER DELEGATES OF COUNCIL MEMBERS ATTENDING CONFERENCE WILL 
"KEEP WATCHING BRIEF" FOR NAMIBIAN INTERESTS, AND FURTHER 
COUNCIL DEL MAY BE SENT TO CARACAS FOR CLOSING STAGES. 

ACTING CHAIRMAN REPORTED "NEW WAVE OF TERROR AND REPRESSION IS 
UNDER WAY IN NAMIBIA" AND TWO LEADERS OF SWAPO YOUTH LEAGUE 
BROUGHT TO TRIAL ON "USUAL TRUMPED-UP CHARGE OF INSTIGATING PUBLIC 
VIOLENCE.” COUNCIL AGREED IN PRINCIPLE ON TEXT OF STATEMENT 
TO BE ISSUED ON MATTER. 

BISHOP AUALA, OF OVAMBO-KAVANGO EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN CHURCH 
IN NAMIBIA, TOLD COUNCIL HE AND OTHER NAMIBIAN CHURCH LEADERS HAD 
HAD "DIALOGUE" WITH PM VORSTER IN 1971 AND AGAIN IN 1973. 

THEY HAD CRITICIZED POLICIES OF APARTHEID AND DISCRIMINATION 
IN NAMIBIA, WARNED SAG TO CHANGE ITS POLICIES "BEFORE IT IS TOO 
LATE," AND URGED VORSTER TO HOLD DISCUSSIONS WITH UN TO FIND

PM. HOWEVER, HAD TAKEN POSITION THAT, AS CHURCHEMEN, THEY SHOULD 
"PREACH GOSPEL" AND NOT INVOLVE SELVES IN POLITICS. AUALA 
TOLD COUNCIL ALSO OF "UNREST" AND "ILL-FEELING" BECAUSE OF 
PUBLIC FLOGGINGS, DENIED THAT FLOGGINGS WERE "TRIBAL CUSTOM," 
STATED NAMBIAN PEOPLE OPPOSED SAG'S "SEPARATE DEVELOPMENT"

NOW LOSING PATIENCE. SWAPO REP GURIRAB AND UN COMMISSIONER FOR 
NAMIBIA, MACBRIDE, PAID TRIBUTE TO BISHOP AUALA.

PEACEFUL DEMONSTRATION BY 23 PICKETS TOOK PLACE OUTSIDE USUN 
JUNE 17 TO PROTEST US AGREEMENT TO PROVIDE NUCLEAR REACTOR 
TO EGYPT. AT THEIR REQUEST, MISOFF TALKED WITH TWO REPS OF 
GROUP, WHO IDENTIFIED THEMSELVES AS MEMBERS YOUNG ZIONIST 
LEAGUE. THEY SAID THEY WERE CONCERNED THAT EGYPT, LIKE 
INDIA, MIGHT DIVERT NUCLEAR FUEL TO MILITARY USES-PARTI-
